liam Hohenzollern may return

These rul- 
ers, the Morning Post argues, should 
be able to execute judgment upon 
him and in so doing would only be 
acting as

must somehow be made impotent to 
do further mischief.

Belated, ad vices from 
The Hague show that the Dutch so- 
cialists reiterated in parliament on 
Friday last their objections to his 
presence and demanded that he b 
deported.

A plea^for greater faith and less

tinued the speaker. '"The best rem- 
edy for this inconsistency is more 
study of the bible."'
